Two Negroes Strung Up By a 
Mob at Hampton, Ark. 



They, Together With a Third Negro, 
Killed a White Man. 



The Mob Surrounded the Jail and Compell- 
ed tha Sheriff to Deliver l'p the Mur- 
derer.— The Lyncher. Made No Ef- 
fort to Conceal Their Identity. 

Camden, Ark., July 15.— About 12 
o'clock Saturday nip-ht at Hampton, 
thirty miles east of here, two Nefrroea 
were mobbed by seventy-fire men. 
Two weeks ago a white man named 
Martin was killed by three Negroes. 
Two of them were arrested and 
confined in jail. The mob gath- 
ered several nights before, but 
were persuaded to desist, but 
it seems that new strength was added 
when seventy-five men demanded of 
the sheriff the delivery of the mur- 
derers. It was useless to resist with 
but a handful of men. so the keys were 
delivered to them. The Negroes were 
secured and carried to a neighboring 
forest, the enraged mob gave them a 
few minutes for prayer, when the 
ropes were adjusted and two spirits 
were launched into eternity. 

"The men were not masked nnd 
made not effort in any way to conceal 
their identity. All was quiet thi« morn- 
ing. It was only a couple of years ago 
that a race riot occurred in that nnin- 
ty. The Negroes outnumbered the 
whites by far in Calhoun county, and 
further trouble is expected. 

Circuit court was in session at the 
time of the murder, and the Negroes 
had been arraigned for trial. The main 
perpetrator had escaped, but the 
mobbed Negroes were implicated in 
the crime. The pleadings of the prose- 
cuting attorney availed nothing with 
the men who had assembled to take 
the law into their own hands.

The Attorney General of Texas 

Gives His Opinion 



ianee of a County Attorney In View a 
the Approaching Fight Between 



Austin, Tex., July 16.— Attorney 
General Crane Sunday gave to the pub- 
lic his opinion on the law of 1891, 
which prohibits prize fighting in Tex- 
as. The opinion is handed down at the 
instance of the county attorney of Dal- 
las county, in view of the approaching 
light there in November between Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons. The attorney 
general holds that the law of 1S91 pro- 
hibiting prize fighting is valid and oper- 
"ve. This opinion is contrary 
that of many lawyers who contend 
that the law is invalid because it de- 
the offense as a felony and 
affixes thereto the punishment of a 
misdemeanor; and, secondly, because 
the act is so indefinitely framed and is 
of such doubtful construction, consid- 
ered either by itself or in connection 
with the other provisions of written 
law. that it can not be understood. 
In rebuttal the attorney general 
holds the intention frequently con- 
trols the express language in 
the construction of statutes and 
following this doctrine laid down by 
the higher court the courts are at lib- 
erty .to • eliminate that word felony, 
if such elimination were necessary to 
give effects to the legislative intents. 
It must be plain that the court believ- 
ed that the intention of the legislature 
was to prohibit prize fighting. If the 
court further believed that the fact 
that the legislature affixed the punish- 
ment of a misdemeanor to the offense 
of prize fighting and that the word fel- 
ony was inserted by mistake, it was a' 
perfect liberty to disregard that word 
in the construction of the statute.

COAL IN OHIO, 
The Field* Oecopy Nearly One-Third ol 

the atate-The Prwdaet I* All Bltnmln- 

Washinoton, July 15.— The report of 
the geological survey for the present 
year will deal interestingly with the 
production of coal in Ohio. It shows 
that the coal fielda of Ohio occupy be- 
tween one-fourth and one-third of the 
entire area of the state, and between 
10.000 and 12.000 square miles. The 
coal is all bituminous. The best fur- 
nace coal is the block coal of the Ma- 
honing valley; the best coke is made 
from the coals of Columbiana county, 
in the region about Coalton, Jackson 
and Wellston. Jackson county yields 
the best domestic coal, and Helmont 
county produces a high grade of gas 
coal. 

In the Mahoning Valley raw coal is 
used with a little Connellsville coke in 
the blast furnaces of the district Raw 
coal is also used in the Hocking Val- 
ley. In Jackson county raw coal from 
two seams— the Jackson and Wellston 
—is used. At Leetonia coke 
sonic of which is msde on the spotand 
mixed with Connellsville. "
